The twenty-ninth annual meeting of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation and the twenty-first annuci 
meeting of the Proprietary Association 
of America, will be held in the city of 
Boston during the week beginning Sep- 
tember 7, and it is expected to devote 
the entire week to the business of the 
two assocations and the entertain- 
ment of the members and their guests.

FIRM MARKET FOR QUININE. 


The market for quinine is in very 
good shape at present. The statistical 
pesition is strong and many interested 
persons look for an advance after the 
next cinchona bark sale at Amsterdam, 
which is scheduled for September 3. Al- 
though an advance or a decline in the 
price of quinine is a difficult thing to 
predict, it mevertheless looks very 
much as if higher prices could be count- 
ed on, and it is a practical certainty 
that there will be no decline, for, al- 
though the offerings of bark for the 
coming sale are considerably over the 
average, as will be seen by a table 
printed farther on in this article, stocks 
of bark in the hands of manufacturers 
are by no means heavy and, as there 
was no bark sale in August, there will 
probably be an active demand at the 
auction. The offerings of bark aggre-

Another strong feature of the market 
is the excellent demand for quinine, 
which, although it involves very few 
large lots, is nevertheless of goodly pro- 
portions in the aggregate and extends 
both to manufacturers and _ second 
hands. The latter are running very 
short of stock, a fact which naturally 
induces much firmness. This is partic- 
ularly true with regard to Java qui- 
nine. The regular monthly tender of this 
article, which was scheduled for Au- 
gust 26, was postponed until next 
month, and the dates of the sales dur- 
ing the remainer of the year have been 
rearranged. The new dates are Sep- 
tember 9, October 14, November 18 and 
December 23. 

The imports of cinchona bark and 
quinine during the last fiscal year were 
considerably in excess of the amounts 
entered during the preceding fiscal 
year. The following table of Govern-

DECREASED NAVAL STORES 
EXPORTS. 


The official statistics of the exports 
of naval stores for the fiscal year 1902- 
03 shows the decrease in shipments to 
foreign countries has been important 
during the past two fiscal years. The 
principal falling off has been in our ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom and to 
Germany, though the shipments to the 
South American states show an equally 
large percentage of decrease. It is be- 
lieved that the shrinkage in the exports 
is due almost entirely to the higher 
prices which have prevailed, which has 
fostered the use of substitutes and var- 
ious mixtures of turpentine and benzine 
which are offered under misleading 
names. The exports of spirits turpen- 
tine during the fiscal year amounted to 
16,378,000 gallons, which shows a falling 
off of 2,799,000 gallons as compared with 
the exports during the year preceding 
and 3,862,000 gallons as compared with 
the fiscal year 1900-01. The largest ship- 
ments have been to the United King- 
dom, where the falling off amounts to 
1,808,000 gallons, while the decrease in 
shipments to Germany was 673,000 gal- 
lons. The decrease in shipments to the 
Netherlands amounts to 527,000 gallons. 
A few countries show an increase, but 
in no case is this important, though 
Africa has taken 96,000 gallons more 
than during the preceding year. The 
foreign demand depends greatly upon 
the price, and as the prospects appear 
to favor the expectation of a contin- 
uance of high prices no increase in the 
export demand is looked for. 

The exports of rosins show a falling 
off of 146,500 barrels, and compared 
with two years ago the decrease is 293,- 
800 barrels. As in the case of spirits 
the larger shipments are to the United 
Kingdom and Germany, and _ those 
countries show the more important de- 
crease. The decrease in shipments to 
the United Kingdom was 128,600 barrels 
and to Germany 22,300 barrels. The 
shipments to Brazil, which for several 
years have exceeded 100,000 barrels, last 
year fell to 82,300 barrels, showing a 
decrease of 37,300 barrels. The ship- 
ments to some countries show a wide 
variation from year to year. Thus, the 
shipments to Asia and Oceanica 
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amounted to only 4,400 barrels, while 
last year they reached 83,800 barrels 
and the year before 29,700 barrels. 
The decrease in the exports of tar and 
pitch has also been marked, amounting 
in the former to 4,600 barrels and the 
latter to 2,400 barrels.

SPIRITS TURPENTINE HIGHER. 


Notwithstanding the successive ad- 
vances in the price of spirits of tur- 
pentine, the demand was not stimu- 
lated and dullness pervaded the mar- 
ket. The strengthening factor was the 
sharp advances in prices at Savannah, 
which, it is claimed here, were due en- 
tirely to speculative movements by 
leading operators at that point. Prices 
here have reached a level, which is con- 
sidered unwarrantedly high and have 
resulted in a marked conservatism on 
the part of the trade, which practically 
has withdrawn from the market for 
the present. Members of leading local 
firms look for lower prices. 

The table below shows the highest 
and lowest quoted prices of spirits of 
turpentine in the New York market 
for each month during the past four 
years, and also the highest and lowest 
points touched in each year from 1900 
to 1902, inclusive. The figures are based 
on the closing quotations each succes-

FIRM POSITION OF SOME

As will have been observed from our 
market reports, a number of crude 
drugs, chief among them being canthar- 
ides and lycopodium, occupy very firm 
positions at present. Until lately neith- 
er of these articles has been in partic- 
ularly active demand, but the de- 
velopment of a genuine scarcity, not 
only here, but in primary markets as 
well, has led to more business and a 
consequent advance in prices. In 
speaking of cantharides we refer only 
to the Russian article, as no definite 
information regarding the Chinese flies 
seems to be available. The scarcity, 
both of cantharides and lycopodium, is 
due to short crops, and it appears like- 
ly that higher prices will prevail in the 
near future. 

An article which should be firm, but 
which, at present, is not, is ergot. There

A fire occurred in the hold of the 
bark Amsterdam, that was loading 
with petroleum and rosin at Pier 12. 
East River, last Wednesday, causing 
two alarms of fire and four ambulance 
calls to be sent out. The ambulance 
calls were for the firemen, several of 
whom were overcome by the fumes. 
The Amsterdam was finally towed by 
a fire boat to Bedloe’s Island, where 
she was flooded and beached. The boat 
is owned by Huygens & Co., of Ams- 
terdam, Holland, represented here by 
Vernon H. Brown & Co., steamship 
brokers, who leased her to the United 
States and Australia Steamship Co. 
The total loss is said to exceed $100,000. 


The dismantling of pipe lines and the 
smaller tanks at Spindle Top Heights, 
Texas, continues to be the most ob- 
servable feature of activity. In the 
early days there were numerous small 
companies, which owned one to five 
wells and which, having no indepen- 
dent distributive arrangement, were de- 
pendent upon the large companies to 
take their product. The result was 
that Spindle Top soon became a per- 
fect network of pipe lines. When the 
wells stopped gushing and the price of 
oil fell, these small companies were no 
longer able to operate with profit. They 
were forced out of business, and when 
the Sour Lake boom came on, with 
the resultant demand for pipe lines and 
storage tanks, the smaller concerns 
sold out, and it is chiefly their proper- 
ties which are being pulled down and 
carted away. 


It is thought not improbable that a 
petroleum laden burning vessel, re- 
ported from London as sighted on Aug. 
10 by the steamer Hermiston, was the 
British bark Daylight. The only oil 
laden sailing vessel clearing for abroad 
from these ports between July 25 and 
Aug. 7 was the British four masted 
bark Daylight. In command of Cap- 
tain Nickerson, she sailed from New 
York on July 31, bound for Yokohama, 
and carried a cargo consisting of 1,470,- 
300 gallons of petroleum, 45,000 gallons 
of lubricating oil and 65,970 pounds of 
paraffine wax. This cargo was valued 
at $163,000 and was shipped by the 
Standard Oil Co., which also owns the 
vessel. The Daylight is a steel vessel, 
of 3,599 tons, and was built at Port 
Glasgow in 1902. Her length is 351 
feet. She carried a crew of about 
thirty men and has not been reported 
since leaving Sandy Hook. 


One of the biggest fuel oil contracts 
ever made has been drawn up in New 
Orleans between the Star Petroleum Co. 
and the New Orleans Railway Co., 
which will supply the Railways Co., 
the Electric Light Co. and the Gas Co. 
with all the fuel oil necessary for one 
year’s consumption, an amount which 
will probably equal 225,000 barrels. 


The Texas Co., of Beaumont, which 
was organized by J. S. Cullinan, and 
which has made such a phenomenal 
success in the new oil field at Sour 
Lake, has brought 11 suits against as 
many different oil companies, in each 
of which $100,000 damages is asked. The 
allegation is to the effect that the sev- 
eral companies entered into contracts 
with the Texas Fuel Co. in 1902, which 
has since been succeeded by the Texas 
Co., for the delivery of 25,000 barrels 
of crude petroleum oil each month fora 
period of 12 months, the Texas Co. 
agreeing to pay therefor the sum and 
price of three cents per barrel. It is 
alleged that the Texas Co. is in all 
things the legal successor of the Texas 
Fuel Co. and has inherited all its rights 
and obligations. It is averred in each 
suit that no part of the oil contracted 
has been delivered; that the Texas Co. 
is willing and ready to pay the con- 
tract price of three cents per barrel for 
the 300,000 barrels of crude petroleum 
oil.

Robert Stevenson, 


Robert Stevenson, the head of the 
wholesale drug house of Robert 
Stevenson & Co., Chicago, died sud- 
denly Saturday night, August 22. Mr. 
Stevenson was on a West Madison 
street car en route to Pain’s fire works, 
when he was taken ill. He happened 
to be in the vicinity of the home of a 
former employe and immediately got 
off the car and went to the home of

soon after 


J. L. Colville, where he 
breathed his last. 

Mr. Stevenson came from Dromore, 
Treland, more than 50 years ago, and 
had been engaged in the wholesale 
drug business ever since. 
began his career in the drug trade 
with the old house of Brinkerhoff & 
Penton. This firm was succeeded by 
Penton & Robinson in 1857 and by Pen- 
ton, Robinson & Smith in 1859, which 
firm ‘ater became Smith & Dwyer. 
When E. P. Dwyer & Co. succeeded 
Smith & Dwyer in 1865 Mr. Stevenson 
was admitted to the firm, his promo- 
tion being a well earned honor, he 
having begun at the bottom, persever- 
ingly working his way into the confi- 
dence of his employers and finally into 
intimate business association with 
them. 

In 1870 Mr. Stevenson formed a part- 
nership with Peter Van Schaack and 
W. H. Reid, under the name of Van 
Schaack, Stevenson & Reid. Mr. Reid 
retiring in 1877 the firm became Van 
Schaack, Stevenson & Co. Shortly 
after this they moved to 188-140 Lake 
street, and two years later Mr. Steven 
son withdrew and went back to the 
old location at Lake and Dearborn 
streets, forming a new firm under the 
name of Robert Stevenson & Co., the 
other members being Arthur Dawson 
and I. Giles Lewis. The house has re- 
mained at the same location ever since. 
Later on the firm was organized into a 
stock company, retaining the old name,

Drawback Regulations. 


Washington, Aug. 28, 1903. 


The Treasury Department has pre- 
pared a series of drawback regulations 
in which is recognized an important 
principle underlying the drawback 
statute which permits of the wide ex- 
tension of its benefits to individuals, 
firms and corporations who are not 
necessarily the manufacturers of the 
goods which they export. 

In the case in question, the depart- 
ment has consented to permit the Na- 
tional Lead Company, of New York, 
to manufacture for the firm of Tatham 
Brothers, of New York, a quantity of 
solder produced from imported lead 
and tin and to be exported with benefit 
of drawback. This arrangement will 
permit the National Lead Company, 
which pays the duty on the imported 
raw materials, to transfer its certifi- 
cate of importation to Tatham Broth- 
ers, who upon exporting the finished 
solder will receive back 99 per cent. of 
the duties paid on the materials. The 
conditions under which these goods 
may be exported with benefits of draw- 
back are set forth in the regulations, 
as follows:— 

“The preliminary entry must show, sep- 
arately, the marks and numbers of the 
shipping packages, the net weight of 
solder contained in each package, its 
grade or quality number, as shown in the 
manufacturer's sworn statement for 
solder containing the same proportions of 
lead and tin, the total net weight of each 
grade or guality number of solder in each 
shipment, and the percentage of lead con- 
tained therein. 

“The drawback entry must show the 
net weight of each grade or quality num- 
ber of solder exported, and the percentage 
and weight of imported lead contained in 
each grade, respectively, and in the entire 
solder covered by such entry. The said 
entry must further show, in addition to 
the usual averments, that the exported 
merchandise was manufactured of mater- 
ials and in the manner set forth in the 
manufacturer’s sworn statement. 

“In _ liquidation, the quantity of im- 
ported lead which may be taken as a 
basis for allowance of drawback may 
equal I 
the drawback entry, but in no case shall 
it exceed for each grade or quality num- 
ber exported the percentage shown for 
the corresponding grade in the manufac- 
turer’s sworn statement hereinbefore 
mentioned. Leclared exported weights 
will be verified by a United States 
weigher, and percentages of lead claimed 
will be tested on samples taken or sworn 
samples furnished, as ordered by the col- 
lector.”’

The Assay of Mexican Lead Ores, 
Washington, Aug. 28, 1903. 

Information received at the Treasury 
Department from El Paso, Texas, indi- 
cates that the investigation now on 
foot at that place to determine the 
extent of the alleged irregularities in 
the sampling and assaying of lead ores 
will show that the original reports as 
to frauds were wholly. erroneous, and 
that there is very little reason to be- 
lieve the government has lost any rev- 
enue whatever as the result of improp- 
er practices on the part of lead ore 
importers. 

Readers of the Reporter will remem- 
ber that early in July sensational state- 
ments were published in the daily press 
to the effect that irregularities, said 
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to have been practiced for many years, 
had been discovered and that evidence 
had been secured showing a loss to 
the government of several hundred 
thousand dollars duty. The first in- 


| formation with regard to these alleged 


irregularities received by the Treas- 
ury Department came in the course 
of a communication from Collector 
Garrett, at El Paso, who advised the Sec- 
retary thatJohn Fulkerson, a storekeep- 
er at El Paso, had filed formal charges at 
the custom house that a certain large 
smelting concern had for years evaded 
the payment of a portion of the duties 
on its importations of Mexican lead 
ores by manipulation of the assay. 
The collector recommended that Ful- 
kerson’s request to be appointed chair- 
man of an investigating commission be 
granted. Upon looking into the case, 
the department officials satisfied them- 
selves that Fulkerson was not the prop- 
er man to investigate his own charges, 
especially as it was suspected that he 
hoped to receive a reward under the 
moiety laws. Special Treasury Agents 
Johnson, of New Orleans, and Evans, 
of El Paso, were therefore instructed 


| to report to Collector Garrett and Store- 


keeper Fulkerson was directed to turn 
over to the special agents any informa- 
tion that might be in his possession. 
For reasons best known to himself, 
Fulkerson decided to tender his resig- 
nation, and at first refused to give 
the special agents any information, on 
the ground that they would not use 
sufficient discretion to “obtain results.” 
The special agents at once went to 
work upon the case independently of 
Fulkerson’s alleged information, but 
the ex-storekeeper finally decided to 
supply them with certain data, and a 
very careful inquiry was instituted. 
While the final report in the case has 
not been received, it is known that 
Fulkerson’s allegations have turned 
out to be well-nigh baseless, and the 
statements regarding loss of revenue 
to be gross exaggerations. The only 
item of truth at the bottom of the 
charges appears to be the fact that 
at times the government assays have 
varied somewhat from those of the 
importers, the variation being due 
presumably to the so-called ‘‘wet pro- 
cess” employed. It is the opinion of 
expert chemists of the department 
that no matter how much care is taken 
in the sampling and assaying of lead 
ore by this process, no two chemists 
will reach exactly the same result. 
There is no reason, however, why the 
the government in 
these cases should have been habitually 
lower than that made by the importers, 
and no evidence has been discovered 
to show that such a condition has 
existed. The ‘irregularities’ therefore 
appear to be such as might redound 
to the advantage of the government 
quite as often as to the benefit of the 
importers. No evidence has been found 
showing any collusion between the offi- 
cials charged with the sampling and as- 
saying on behalf of the government, 
and it is not believed that any one 
has profited by such errors as may 
have crept into this work from time 
to time. 

The investigation has demonstrated 
the important fact, however, that the 
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regulations provided for the sampling | 
and assaying of imported lead ores 
have not been strictly observed for 
some time past, and it is expected that 
certain important reforms will soon be 
instituted. The regulations referred to 
contain the following provisions:— 

“Upon the receipt of such ores or 
metals in such warehouse, the appraiser, 
or officer assigned to that duty, shall ob- 
tain proper and adequate samples from 
those taken for commercial purposes, in 
the manner approved and practiced by 
miners and others in the handling and re- 
duction of ores and metals, by thoroughly 
mixing and quartering portions of the im- 
portation in the case of ores, repeating 
the operation until the usual commercial 
sample is obtained. The appraiser will 
ascertain by proper assay the quantity 
of dutiable metal or metals, recoverable 
in merchantable form and quantity, con- 
tained in the ores or crude metals as en- 
tered, and the quantity so ascertained 
will be noted on the warehouse entry and 
bond. * * * 

“Upon the importation of lead-bearing 
ore at any seaboard or frontier port of 
the United States destined for transporta- 
tion without appraisement to a smelting 
or sampling establishment at which a 
government officer is stationed, the same 
shall be entered at such port for con- 
sumption and delivered to a bonded car- 
rier for transportation. * * * Upon the 
arrival of the ore so transported at the 
smelting or sampling establishment and 
the delivery of the same to the govern- 
ment ofticer in charge, it shall be sampled 
according to commercial methods under 
his supervision and assayed, and he shall 
submit portions of the samples thus ob- 
tained to the Director of the United States 
Mint at Washington for verification.” 

The treasury department holds that 
the requirement that samples shall be 
forwarded to the director of the mint 
is mandatory and supplies to all assays 
made by government officials whether 
at the port of importation or at the 
bonded smelter. It has been ascertain- 
ed, however, that because of pressure of 
other important work the Mint Bureau 
ef the department for some time past 
has failed to make these ‘“‘check as- 
says,’’ although the samples have been 
received and carefully stored. It had 
been assumed by the customs officials 
that the liquidation of all entries of 
lead ores had been suspended pending 
the receipt of notice of the results of 
these check assays, but it now appears 
that this feature of the regulations has 
been ignored and that liquidations have 
been made on the basis of the assay 
made by the local government official. 
It is expected that these disclosures 
will result in the assignment of a suf- 
ficient force to the director of the mint 
to enable him to make all necessary 
check assays and to expedite the work 
in such a manner as to prevent delays 
in liquidation.

Plaster of Paris in Hungary. 

At the quest of a Chicago gypsum 
company, I have made inquiries into 
the plaster-of-paris industry in Flun- 
gary with the following results:— 

The annual consumption of plaster 
of paris in Hungary is estimated at 
1,000 carloads. There are five Hun- 
garian factories working, but only at 


half their capacity. The plaster is 
very widely used for building and 
sculptural purposes. The gypsum is 
imported into Hungary mainly from 
Austria, with small quantities from 
Germany, France, Italy, and Great 
Britain, in the order given. The ex-

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A California Petroleum Scheme. 


Many prominent residents of South- 
ern California, including leading politi- 
cians and men high in official life, are 
threatening suit against United States 
Senator Thomas R. Bard and a half 
dozen of his friends. They declare they 
were tricked in an ojl deal indirectly 
involving $300,000. 

When the petroleum fever was at its 
height in California in August, 1900, the 
Bard Oil and Specialty Company was 
formed, with capitalization of $2,700,000. 
Among the leading men in it were Gen. 
John R. Matthews, Thomas Hughes, 
Charles H. Toll, United States Attorney 
L. H. Valentine, Arthur Kinney, and 
R. D. Ware. 

It was proposed to purchase from 
Senator Bard mineral rights on 6,040 
acres of land in the oil belt of Ventura 
county for $300,000 cash. It was under- 
stood that the Senator was to pay all 
the commissions for effecting the deal 
and was to turn over to the company 
clear title to the property, which in- 
cluded good producing wells. 

Owing to the high reputation of Sen- 
ator Bard and the promoters at the 
head of the company no difficulty was 
experienced in raising the necessary 
$300,000 in cash. The money was turned 
over to Senator Bard and he gave the 
company title. 

Up to this point everything was per- 
fectly satisfactory and those who had 
been fortunate enough to get in ‘‘on the 
ground floor’ were felicitating them- 
selves upon their good luck. Then 
came a rude awakening. Money was 
needed to develop the property, and it 
appeared that several of the heavy 
stockholders, among them a few of the 
most enthusiastic of the promoters, 
were decidedly opposed to payment of 
assessments. 

Then it was declared that only $200,- 
000 actually had been paid in cash, and 
that the checks of a number of the 
promoters had been returned to them 
by Senator Bard as “commissions,” and 
that they, therefore, had received their 
pro rata of the stock without having 
rendered any equivalent except to get 
the subscription of $200,000. 

Such men as Herman W. Hellman, 
United States Circuit Court Judge 
Erskine M. Ross, United States Circuit 
Judge Morrow of San Francisco, A. J. 
Crookshank, Register of the United 
States Land Office; F. W. Braun, 
wholesale druggist; A. H. Naftzer, W. 
H. Perry and others who had sub- 
scribed for stock and paid their money 
in good faith were indignant at what 
they regarded as a breach of faith. 
They have demanded explanations. 

United States Attorney Valentine, 
who conducted the negotiations with 
Senator Bard, is reported to have ac- 
knowledged tha checks to the amount 
of $100,000 had been returned as “com- 
missions,” and that the subscribers had 
been assessed 331-3 per cent. by the 
promoters for the privilege of getting 
in on the “ground floor.’”

The market for dry colors remained 
firm and prices were stationary. The 
volume of business transacted thus far 
this month shows a slight increase 
above that of the past month, and is 
fully up to the average of that of the 
corresponding period last year, not- 
withstanding labor troubles, which in- 
terfered with business to a great ex- 
tent. Business transacted for the week 
was mostly of a jobbing character, and 
the volume of sales was considered as 
satisfactory. Should labor’ troubles 
come to an end, it is expected that this 
year’s business will prove to be a rec- 
ord breaker. Prospects for an active 
demand in the fall continues to be very 
promising. Paris green was less ac- 
tive, and few sales were effected, as 
the demand from the cotton belt has 
been satisfied for the present. The de- 
mand for lead products showed a slight 
improvement and prices rested on a 
firm basis. 

White Lead, Zines, Etc. 

WHITE LEAD.—As the _ vacation 
period and the yacht races are about 
over, trade in the various lead products 
is improving all around. Many orders 
in addition to regular deliveries have 
been booked for delivery after the turn 
of the month, both for consumption in 
the West and at Eastern centers, thus 
fulfilling the prediction made early in 
the summer that the consumption of 
the lead products this fall would sur- 
pass any previous year since the 
‘‘boom” set in. Dealers in this section 
who, owing to the labor troubles have 
allowed their stocks to run low, are 
now drawing freely upon their held- 
back contracts and in many instances 
have increased them for forward de- 
livery. Corroders are all busy in mak- 
ing deliveries, especially of dry lead, 
both here and at the west. Additional 
sales of old process are reported at 
5lc., less the usual discount, and a 
shade less for quick process. There is 
more demand for lead than oil, as is 
shown by the daily increase of mail 
orders, and while prices are more or 
less irregular, except for the “old es- 
tablished brands,’’ which continue to 
command the bulk of the trade at 6%c., 
less the usual 2 per cent. discount and 
other brands at from \c. to %e. less, 
according to make, quantity and buyer. 
There are all sorts of rumors floating 
around the trade, but beyond 
those published in our last issue noth- 
ing definite has transpired of interest 
to the trade. Foreign makes of lead 
in oil are meeting with the usual con- 
suming demand, chiefly for special in- 
door work at 9%c. for special brands, 
and other makes at 7%c. and up as to 
quantity and seller. 

RED LEAD.—There is more demand 
for delivery after the month opens, and 
additional sales to regular deliveries of 
domestic are reported at 6%c. and up as 
to quantity and terms of sale. Ger- 
man is also showing more life, es- 
pecially for fall delivery; outside of 
these inquires trade for spot goods has 
been light and prices are nominal at 7c. 
up to 10c., according to grade, quan- 
tity and date of delivery. English is 
meeting with the usual jobbing demand 
at 7c. and upward as to grade and 
quantity, but for a round lot less might 
be accepted. 

LITHARGE.—Glass makers have 
been drawing freely upon their existing 
contracts, as they are getting ready to 
light their fires. The rubber and oil- 
cloth makers are also showing more 
interest, and deliveries to these con- 
suming outlets are also showing an in- 
crease. Prices for domestic are more 
or less irregular and range from 5c. 
up to 6%c., according to grade, quan- 
tity and terms of sale for domestic 
old process. English glass makers’ 
grades are rather quiet at 3%@9c., as 
to make and quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There is more 
demand for French for delivery over 
the fall months, and additional sales 
are reported of special brands at 11%c. 
from dock and other makes at 16%%4c. 
and up, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. German is also in better re- 
quest, but prices are irregular and 
may be quoted at 9@10%c. for extra 
grades, as to quantity and date of de- 
livery. Very little call for the lower 
grades, which are procurable at a 
shade less. Domestic is lower at 8c. 
and upward, as to quantity, less the 
usual discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—Considerable business

able change. The statistical position of 
the market was strong and the scar- 
city of the better grades was apparent.

Vegetable Oils. 


LINSEED.—There is no change in 
the siutation except that there is less 
pressure to sell round lots either for 
prompt or forward, pending the firm 
tone of the seed market. There is a 
good jobbing demand, as buyers gener- 
ally are only taking such stocks as 
their current wants require at 2ic., 
either for five barrels or for a car lot. 
City oil is jobbing unusually good, con- 
sidering the condition of the building 
operations, at 37c. for raw and 39c. for 
boiled. Our Chicago letter gives the 
seed situation more in detail. 

COTTONSEED.—The conditions of 
the market are much as they were in 
the previous week. It will probably be 
two or three more before there is even 
desire to trade in the new crop options, 
while not much life, meanwhile, could 
be expected in the trading in the old 
crop, because of its narrow supplies, 
and the fact that most of it is held by 
people who need it for their own con- 
suming purposes. Trading interest in 
new crop oil is tn abeyance pending 
something of a more definite order con- 
cerning the cotton crop. It is conceded 
that the cotton crop news this week is 
of a less promising order, while there is 
beginning fear, especially as to the ex- 
tent of the Texas crop, considering the 
reports thence of boll weevil, and 
which have been confirmed by govern- 
ment advices. The mills do not care to 
take the risk of selling the oil ahead, 
under the current doubts as to the sup- 
plies and prices of seed, even where 
there is a little demand for it, unless 
at certain strong prices that would 
seem to protect them against contin- 
gencies, while buyers in a general way 
are indifferent over any offerings of 
the new oil, as under the expectations 
they have of good supplies of most fats 
through the coming season, in the ac- 
tuality of which all fats would more or 
less sympathize in market’ value. 
There is a better indication than ordi- 
narily concerning near supplies of new 
oil, in that it can now be said that it 
will be impossible to get more than 
very light quantities of it this side of 
November, and for the reason that the 
cotton crop is certainly two to three 
weeks late, as shown emphatically by 
the unimportant movement forward of 
new cotton as yet this season. It looks 
if the old crop oil would have to 
piece out wants to a later period in the 
fall season than usually expected of 
old oil. It is on account of this, in part, 
despite the current slack trading in it, 
that the old oil is carried along at 
present with a fair show of confidence 
over its market values. It may be said 
that the cotton oil market for the old 
supplies rests independent, for the 
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present, of developments in hog and 
cattle fat markets, and on account of 
the outlook of the near future for sup- 
plies of the oil against needs for con- 
sumption of it, and that the near de- 
liveries of the new crop—those into Oc- 
tober—are somewhat affected by the 
steady position of prices of the old oil, 
with’ the probabilities of narrow offer- 
ings of the new crop in that month, 
while that for deliveries after October 
both buyers and sellers are in the dark, 
and are awaiting a little light on new 
crop cotton and grain outcomes. It is 
believed that the old oil in the hands 
of the makers of edible and other goods 
is being more rapidly than latterly re- 
duced in stock, and that the possibility 
of further demands from them is 
brighter. The markets for animal fats 
have not changed in a marked way 
this week. This keeps trading in the 
products from the seed fats. Sales for 
the week have been several lots of one 
hundred barrels, in all 1,200 barrels, 
prime yelllow, August delivery, at 4lc. 
That price is now bid, as small lots 
are wanted, while occasionally about 
lc. more is asked; 200 barrels do., Sep- 
tember delivery, sold at 40c., with fur- 
ther sellers at 40c.; 100 barrels good 
off yellow at 38c.; the new crop prime 
yellow, October delivery, offered at 
361%4c., with 36c. bid for one lot; No- 
vember delivery has 35\%c. bid, and De- 
cember, 35c. bid. Crude, in tanks, at 
the mills showed some small lots on 
sale at 29c. for October delivery.

WHALE AND SPERM.—Reports 
from New Bedford stated that 470 bbls.

The stock of 
crude sperm oil at New Bedford 
amounted to 3,667 bbls. on Aug. 24, 
showing an increase of 677 bbls., and 
of crude whale oil supplies continued 
to be nil. Im the manufactured grades 
only a hand to mouth business was 
done. Prices rested on a firm basis and 
remained quotably unchanged. It was 
reported that large quantities of crude 
whale oil at Newfoundland were wait- 
ing for a market. 

Mineral Oils. 

No price changes were made and the 
tone in general was firm, in sympathy 
with the strong market for crude oil. 
Offerings of parcels for late delivery 
made by principal manufacturers were 
light. Large sales for delivery up to 
March have been made, and according 
to reports, the supplies in the hands of 
manufacturers have been reduced ma- 
terially.

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The Technical Examination of 


Turpentine. 


CRUICKSHANK SMITH, B.

Oil or spirits of turpentine, common- 
ly called turps in the paint trade, is 
usually understood in commerce to be 
the American variety. 

French and Russian Turpentine, al- 
though possessing similar chemical 
and physical properties to American 
turpentine are usually considered un- 
suitable for purposes for which turpen- 
tine is generally required. The char- 
acteristic odor of these two latter 
varieties is as a rule sufficient indica- 
tion of their presence. French turpen- 
tine has a peculiarly pungent odor 
while Russian turpentine also can be 
detected at once by its smell. Should 
Russian turpentine be detected a fur- 
ther stringent examination is advis- 
able, as it is often added for the pur- 
pose of making the odor of more seri- 
ous adulterants. In passing it may 
be remarked that both French and 
Russian turpentine, but especially the 
latter, are readily oxidized when ex- 
posed to the air, forming a _ viscid 
mass of a resinous nature. In doubt- 
ful cases, therefore, the turpentine un- 
der examination may be exposed to 
the air in dishes alongside a sample 
of known purity, and the behavior of 
the samples noted. 

THE PROPERTIES OF GENUINE AMERI- 
CAN TURPENTINE. 

Odor.—This is extremely character- 
istic, and although it varies somewhat 
with different samples, it is of such a 
nature that it cannot be imitated with 
any other substance or mixture of sub- 
stances. It is of great assistance when 
examining samples of turpentine or a 
turpentine substitute to make oneself 
familiar with the characteristic odor 
of each. A little practice in this di- 
rection rapidly enables one to detect 
even small quantities of added sub- 
stitutes. 

Color.—The color of pure Ameri- 
can turpentine should be as nearly as 
possible water white. Being a power- 
ful solvent it is liable to absorb color- 
ing matter from vessels in which it is 
contained, as well as any soluble mat- 
ter placed in contact with it. For 
many technical purposes the coloring, 
so long as it is not distinctly dark, is 
not a serious matter, but for other 


purposes it is essential that the mate- 
rial be as nearly colorless as possible. 
The color is best tested by looking 
down through a fairly long column of 
the liquid contained in a thin glass 
test tube half a inch wide and twelve 


inches or more in length. These test 
tubes are made of very thin, colorless 
glass. Comparison for color should 
always be carried out alongside a 
standard sample; merely to test one 
sample by itself is a very poor plan 
and does not yield anything like com- 
parative results. 

Specific Gravity.—At 60 deg. F. 
the specific gravity of turpentine va- 
ries from .864 to .870. The average of a 
number of samples has been found to 
be .865. This should be the first test 
to be applied, and any sample whose 
specific gravity is lower than .864 or 
higher than .870 is to be looked at with 
suspicion. It is essential for accuracy 
that the temperature be exactly 60 deg. 
F. The rough and ready corrections 
often employed when the temperature 
is not 60 deg. are very misleading, and 
it is better always to determine the 
specific gravity at 60 deg. When the 
temperature of the air is not 60 deg. 
the sample can always be brought to 
the correct degree by immersing the 
vessel containing it in water main- 
tained at 60 deg. When a, hydrometer 
is used to take the specific gravity it 
should be a properly standardized one 
and should be checked occasionally by 
immersing it in liquids whose specific 
gravity have been correctly determined 
by other means. It is preferable, how- 
ever, to take the specific gravity by 
the specific gravity bottle or sprengel 
tube. This method, of course, _ re- 
quires the use of a proper chemical 
balance. 

Flash Point. — Considerable _ reli- 
ance is now placed on this test, and 
indeed if a sample conforms to the 
specific gravity and flash point tests as 
well as to the boiling point test (see 
next paragraph) there is every pre- 
sumption that it is genuine. It is well 
to remark, however, that an authorita- 
tive opinion can only be maintained 
after applying numerous tests and not 
simply one or two. The flash point of 
genuine turpentine taken with Abel in- 
strument varies from 90 to 100 deg. F. 
The higher figure is the highest limit 
of pure samples, and Redwood gives 
the,usual average as 91 deg. F. 

Boiling Point.—A remark falls to 
be made here because misconception is 
apt to arise as to what is meant by the 
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boiling test. In the case of liquids 
of definite chemical composition and 
which consist of only one ingredient, 
as for example ethyl or alcohol or 
methyl alcohol or ether, the substance 
has a definite boiling point at ordinary 
atmospheric pressure, and if the liquid 
be once raised to this temperature, it 
can be distilled off, the temperature re- 
maining constant until the last drop of 
liquid has been distilled. But turpen- 
tine and numerous other natural prod- 
ucts consist of mixtures of various dif- 
ferent substances and consequently 
when the liquid is raised to the boiling 
point, these distil off at different rates, 
so that while the average or mean 
boiling point is one figure when the 
distillation commences it will be anoth- 
er figure when the distillation is half 
completed, and will go on varying dur- 
ing the whole time the distillation is 
in progress. When we talk, therefore, 
of the boiling point of turpentine it is 
to be understood that we mean the tem- 
perature at which the liquid begins to 
boil. Tests based on the boiling point 
are exceedingly useful ones, as turpen- 
tine has well-marked distillation prop- 
erties. The tests should be applied in 
a boiling flask of correct shape, an ac- 
curate thermometer being fixed through 
the cork and coming within % inch of 
the surface of the liquid. ,The boiling 
point is (that is, the liquid begins to 
boil at) 155 deg. to 156 deg. C.; 85 per 
cent. will distil over by the time the 
thermometer registers 163 deg. C., and 
nearly all will distil over below 180 deg. 
C., and quite all by 185 deg. C. 

Optical Rotatovy Power.—Pure Am- 
nerican turpentine has a most char- 
acteristic action on rays of light 
when the latter are passed through a 
prism filled with turpentine, the ray be- 
ing deflected from its straight path in 
strict scientific language. American tur- 
pentine is a dextro-rotatory compound, 
the ray of light being deflected about 
14 deg. to the right. It may be noted 
in passing that Russian turpentine also 
is dextro-rotatory, while the French va- 
riety is laevo-rotatory, and a most 
important point is that the usual min- 
eral adulterants of turpentine have 
no such action on light. This test can 
only be carried out in a special instru- 
ment (the oleorefractometer), which be- 
ing somewhat expensive is rarely seen 
outside fully equipped laboratories. 

Chemical Tests. @) Action of 
Sulphuric Acid.—When turpentine is 
shaken up with one-third of its bulk of 
acid (2 : 1 water) the turpentine is al- 
tered (polymerised), whereby its boil- 
ing point is raised so that by distilling 
in a current of steam only a very small 
proportion of distillate passes over. If 
petroleum spirit is present it passes 
over with the steam. (The method is 
fully described later). 

(2) Action of Nitric Acid.—When tur- 
pentine is added drop by drop to fum- 
ing nitric acid, it is decomposed and 
forms compounds that are soluble in 
hot water. Mineral oils if present re- 
main unchanged, and can therefore be 
separated. (Method fully described 
later.) 

USUAL ADULTERANTS OF TURPENTINE. 

In testing for adulterants it is essen- 
tial to be clear as to what adulterants 
may be present. French and Russian 
turpentine we have dismissed as com- 
ing under a special category and as be- 
ing so self-evident (if present) that 
they are easily distinguished and may 
often be regarded as danger signals 
pointing to further adulteration. 

The remaining adulterants fall under 
two heads:— 

(1) Mineral Oils. 
(2) Mineral Spirits. 

A useful separation of the two groups 
is effected by passing steam from boil- 
ing water into the sample. Mineral 
spirits will, if present, pass over along 
with the turpentine, while mineral oils 
remain behind. (This test will be re- 
ferred to again under “Distillation 
Test’’.) 

The following tables give the usual 
adulterants of turpentine with the 
characters by which they may be dis- 
tinguished :— 

I.—BASED ON SPECIFIC GRAVITY. 

Specific gravity of turpentine .865 (see 
before). 

(1) Specific gravity of gasoline 80 deg. 
B., .6508. 

(2) Specific gravity of gasoline 74 deg. 
B., .7001. 

(3) Specific gravity of petro spirit 
(benzine) 63 deg. B., .7306. 

(4) Specific gravity of petroleum, 
standard white, 110 fire test, .7999. 

(5) Specific gravity of petroleum, 
water white, 150 fire test, .7918. 

(6) Specific gravity of petroleum, 
head light, 175 fire test, .7950. 

(7) Specific gravity of mineral seal 
(or colza), .8293. 

(8) Specific gravity of paraffine oil, 
.8906. 

Ninety-five volumes of turpentine 


and five volumes of the above respec- 
tively in the order stated give specific 
gravity as follows:— 


Conclusion, the specific gravity is a 
reliable test only with a simple mix- 
ture of one petroleum oil or one spirit. 

II.—BASED ON FLASH POINT. 

Pure turpentine flash point 33 deg. C. 

Ninety-five volumes of turps and five 
volumes of the above adulterants give

Conclusion, the flash 
reliable for adulterants of a light or 
spirituous nature, very minute quan- 
tities at once lowering the flash point. 
One per cent. of rosin spirit will lower 
the flash point about 10 deg.

It will be seen from tables 1 and 2 
that a clever adulteration with Nos. 
5 and 6 could not be detected by either 
the specific gravity or flash point tests. 

Ill.—BASED ON BOILING POINT. 

Boiling point of pure turpentine is 
very uniform (155 deg. to 156 deg. C.) 
and 100 c. c. will be completely dis- 
tilled over before a temperature of 185 
deg. C. is reached. 

The above mentioned adulterants 
show quite different figures.

Conclusion, this is a very valuable 
test as confirming I. and II. Even 5 
per cent. of light adulterants such as 
(1), (2) or (3) at once lowers the boil- 
ing point, while similar small propor- 
tions of the heavier oils raise the final 
distillation temperature in a _ very 
marked manner. 

SUNDRY SPECIAL TESTS 

(1) Detection of Petroleum Oil.—Take 
100 c. c. of the sample under examina- 
tion in a large retort. Connect with 
the latter a glass tube from a flask of 
boiling water and pass in steam till 
no more turpentine is carried over. 
The residue left in the water in the 
retort should be very small in quan- 
tity and should only consist of the 
minute proportion of resin usually 
found in turpentine. It should have 
no fluorescence (or ‘‘bloom”’) and should 
be wholly soluble in nitric acid. 

(2) Detection of Petroleum or Rosin 
Spirit.—Separate the water from the 
distillate from the above experiment 
and to the turpentine portion apply the 
flash point and boiling point tests. 

(8) Determination of Petroleum or 
Similar Mineral Oil in Turps.—Weigh 
out on separate glasses 1 gram of pure 
turps and 1 gram of the sample under 
examination. Float the watch glasses 
on the surface of water maintained 
at 80 deg. C. As soon as the pure 
turps has evaporated weigh the two 
glasses. Deduct the weight of the 
residue from the pure turps (resin) 
from the weight of the other residue 
SILL ‘[]JO [B1aUuTW st d.UeIeYIp oy} pue 
is a simple and accurate test. 

(4) Separation of Petroleum Oil or 
Spirit (or any Hydrocarbon Oil) from 
Turpentine.—This most excellent and 
reliable test is based on the fact that 
fusing nitric acid has no effect on 
petroleum or paraffin products, but 
oxidizes turpentine to products which 
are soluble in water. 

Method.—Take a balloon flask of 750 
c.c. capacity fitted with a two-holed 
cork. Through one hole fit a glass 
stoppered drop funnel of 100 c.c. capa- 
city and through the other a short 
glass tube connected with a reflux con- 
denser, In the flask place 300 c.c. 
fuming nitric acid of 1.4 specific grav- 
ity, and in the funnel 100 c.c. of the 
turpentine under examination. Let the 
turpentine fall very slowly drop by 
drop into the acid. As each drop 
touches the acid a violent action takes 
place and volumes of a yellowish gas 
are produced. Proceed with great 
care, shake the contents occasionally, 
and if they get too warm immerse the 
flask in cold water. When all the tur- 
pentine is in leave the flask till cold, 
then transfer the contents to a large 
separating funnel, add a quantity of 
warm water and shake well up. Run 
off the watery solution and again shake 
up the residue with successive quanti- 
ties of warm water till no more is

GENERAL SCHEME OF TESTNG OR 
ANALYSIS. 

(1) The sample must be water-white 
and free from “bloom.’”’ It must pos- 
sess the characteristic odor and must 
not have a burning or pungent taste. 
A drop placed on unsized paper (filter 
paper or cigarette paper) should dry 
without leaving an oily stain. A few 
drops (5 c.c.) placed on a watch glass 
and floated on water at 60 to 90 deg. 
C. should evaporate completely. A 
fluid oil residue indicates mineral oil, 
a viscid residue indicates rosin oil or 
Russian turps. Rosin oil can be proved 
by rubbing up the residue with a small 
quantity of quicklime; if the well 
known “rosin grease” is produced 
rosin oil is present. 

(2) If the sample passes the prelimi- 
nary examination, take the _ specific 
gravity at 60 deg. F. with the precau- 
tions noted. It is not often, however, 
except in the case of very clumsy 
adulteration, that the specific gravity 
gives much clue to sophistication. As 
a rule the “imitation turpentine” on 
the market (and which cannot be 
ranked as “adulterated turpentine’’) are 
lighter in gravity than the genuine 
article. They are seldom over .840 in 
specific gravity. 

(3) Flash Point.—This is often looked 
upon as the crucial test, especially 
where specifications for contracts have 
to be followed, but as the tables al- 
ready given will show, it is far from 
being an unerring guide to genuine- 
ness. Full details of the modus oper- 
andi are supplied with the standard 
instruments. 

Numerous determinations of the 
flash point of a sample of known pur- 
ity should be made at first till the 
operator is confident of the accuracy of 
his readings. 

(4) Now apply the boiling point test, 
using a small quantity of the sample, 
say 10 to 20 c.c. This test is necessary 
because, although the flash point test 
will indicate the presence of light 
petroleum oils and spirits, it will not 
indicate a carefully selected bloomless 
and water-white oil of the correct 
specific gravity and flash point. No 
oil of the latter class, however, will 
distil off at the temperature at which 
pure turpentine does, namely, between 
150 deg. and 185 deg. C. so that a valu- 
able indication is thus given of petro- 
leum adulteration. On the other hand 
if even a minute percentage of benzine 
or similar light petroleum spirit is 
present the boiling point will be no- 
ticeably lowered. 

(5) As a confirmatory test for the 
absence of hydrocarbon oils (light or 
heavy) apply Burton’s nitric acid test 
already described. This test should 
also be practiced rather frequently at 
first so as to gain confidence and skill 
in manipulation. Mixtures of known 
composition may be tried to test ac- 
curacy. ‘ 

Note.—One of the most troublesome 
adulterants to identify and isolate is 
rosin spirit owing to its similarity in 
many of its properties to turpentine. 
The reduced flash point and boiling 
point can usually be depended on as an 
indication of its presence, and in gen- 
eral a temperature considerably under 
340 deg. F. at. which obvious quanti- 
ties of distillate come over is proof 
positive of an adulterant of a spiritu- 
ous nature.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 

Chicago, Aug. 27, 1903. 

The market, on the whole, may be 
described as a strong one, though it 
contains inherent elements of weak- 
ness. There has been an advance in 
values during the past week, both on 
spot and future transactions, and the 
close on Wednesday was above the 
previous Thursday’s closing, although 
somewhat of a reaction from Tuesday. 
The advance, however, is not looked 
upon as due to natural conditions, but 
rather to manipulation of traders at 
Duluth and Minneapolis. The first car 
of new Northwestern seed, which ar- 
rived on Wednesday, was sold at 
$1.01144, a decline of one cent from the 
previous day’s quotation, but an ad- 
vance of i1%c. over prices of the 
previous Thursday. Wednesday’s clos- 
ing quotations were:—No. 1, N. W., 
1@1%c.; rejected nominally at 93@96c.; 
September, 9714c.; October, $1.00 to 99c.; 
May nominally, $1.05. That there should 
be any advance seems, on the surface, 
somewhat strange, considering the con- 
ditions of supply. According to one es- 
timator, there was carried over from 
last year seed and oil equivalent to 
between 10,000,000 and 12,000,000 bushels. 
The prospects for the present crop are 
at least 25,000,000 bushels. The largest 
quantity ever consumed in a year was 
20,000,000 bushels, which would leave a 
prospective surplus of 15,000,000 bushels. 
This estimator further believes that the 
mills will not crush this year over 17,- 
000,000 bushels. Prospects of the mar- 
ket being relieved by exports are re- 
mote. The area sown with flax seed 
in the Argentine is largely in excess 
of last year, while the London receipts 
from India are well up to the average. 
On the other hand, bids have been 
plentiful during the week, while offer- 
ings have been unusually light. The 
supply, large as it is, is held in strong 
hands. It is known that crushers’ 
stocks are depleted and there are pros- 
pects of a heavy demand in the near 
future. Last year’s crop is estimated 
by the Daily Commercial Record of 
Duluth at 34,580,000 bushels. Transac- 
tions by days for the past week were 
as follows:—Aug. 20, no sales.

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Composition of the “Break” from 
Linseed Oil.

Freshly pressed linseed oil, or lin- 
seed oil that has not been properly set- 
tled or prepared for the manufacture 
of varnish, when heated to, say, 400 
deg. Fahrenheit, undergoes a change 
which the varnish man describes as 
“breaking.”” The phenomenon consists 
in the appearance in the oil of gela- 
tinous masses slightly darker than the 
oil itself, settling with difficulty and 
extremely difficult to remove from the 
oil by filtration. The bulk of the break 
appears in some instances to be very 
considerable. The following experi- 
ments, however, will show that the 
percentuge, by weight, present is very 
small. 

Twenty-five hundred grams of linseed 
oil were heated to the breaking-point. 
The oil was allowed to cool and then 
filtered. The precipitate clogged the 
filter considerably, which necessitated 
its removal to a glass vessel, in which 
it was washed with petroleum ether, by 
decantation. Finally, a non-oleaginous 
residue was obtained weighing 6.93 
grams, equal to 0.277 per cent. of 
the original oil. On ignition, a por- 
tion of this residue was shown to 
contain 47.79 per cent. ash—equal to 
0.1177 per cent. of the original oil. The 
oil, which was filtered from the break, 
was shown to contain 0.0039 per cent. 
ash. The following is an analysis of 
the ash from the break:—

The first thing to note is that phos- 
phoriec anhydride is present in the ash 
from the break in excess of what would 
form an orthophosphate when com- 
bined with the bases present. It ap- 
appears, in fact, that the oxygen pres- 
ent in the phosphoric anhydride is to 
the oxygen in the bases in the ratio of 
5 to 2, corresponding closely with that 
required by a pyrophosphate. The com- 
position of the organic matter in this 
sample of break was not determined.

It should be noted that here, also, 

the phosphoric acid, is in excess of the

Mulder speaks of the presence of cal- 
cium sulphate in linseed oil, but, so 
far as we know, no mention has been 
made of the presence of phosphates, 

In order to locate the origin of the 
constituents of the linseed oil ash, 
analyses were made of the ash from 
American flaxseed, and flaxseed cake 
made therefrom, which analyses are

These analyses confirm, in the main, 
analyses already published. If we con- 
sider the ratio between the oxygen in 
the bases and the oxygen in the phos- 
phoric anhydride in an orthophosphate 
to be as 3 is to 5 we find here that the 
bases are in excess. It is worthy of 
notice here that the phosphoric acid, 
lime and magnesia are dissolved, to 
some extent, by the oil, while the pot- 
ash, which is the principal base, is 
taken up by the oil, only to a very 
slight extent. 

In examining the mucilage from va- 
rious plants, Schmidt and Kirchner, 
and Tollens reported the presence of 
phosphates in the mucilage which they 
separated from the flaxseed; it seems 
probable that these phosphates in the 
seed are largely combined with the 
mucilage, and that the mucilage and 
the phosphates combined therewith are 
dissolved, to some extent, by the oil. 
This conclusion, however, requires con- 
firmation, Examining a portion of thor- 
oughly extracted break for mucilage, 
we obtained no reaction. The test 
made was to heat the break with dilute 
hydrochloric acid for a few seconds. 
filter and add alcohol. No precipitate 
was obtained. It may have been that 
the mucilage was decomposed at the 
temperature to which it was subjected. 
We have not been able, as yet, to pur- 
sue our inquiries further along this 
line. 

As to the presence of albuminoids in 
linseed oil, our experiments have been 
as follows:—The determination of ni- 
trogen in a sample of linseed oil showed 
less than 0.01 per cent. The same sam- 
ple of oil showed 0.04 per cent. of phos- 
phorus. This would indicate that, rel- 
atively speaking, the phosphates pres- 
ent were considerably greater than the 
nitrogenous matter. An examination, 
for nitrogen, of a portion of extracted 
break indicated that some was present 
although the amount was less than 1] 
per cent. of the break. The phosphorus, 
on the other hand, amounted to 9.60 
per cent. of the break. This figured 
to P205 amounted to 57 per cent. of 
the ash in the break. It would seem 
unjustifiable to calculate the phos- 
phorus present in the linseed oil to 
lecithin, on account of the large per- 
centage of bases present. Inasmuch as 
albuminoids coagulate at a low tem- 
perature as compared with the break- 
ing temperature of linseed oil, we feel 
that any assumption that albuminoids 
are present is unjustified. We do, how- 
ever, feel justified in saying that the 
principal cause of the break in linseed 
oil is the phosphates of lime and mag- 
nesia present, although their presence 
in the oil may be due to a combination 
between them and some organic base 
or bases.—Journal American Chemical

Production of Petroleum in 1902. 
Washington, Aug. 28, 1903. 


Supplementing the official announce- 
ment of the aggregate production of 
petroleum in 1902, which was recently 
given in these dispatches, the editor 
of the annual report of the United 
States Geological Survey has compiled 
a brief preliminary bulletin in which 
are given some interesting details 
taken from the complete monograph 
now being prepared. This bulletin is 
as follows:— 


“The most conspicuous features of the 
production, sale and export of crude pe- 
troleum and its products for the year 1902 
were the following:—The production of 
crude petroleum was greater than that 
of any previous year; there was a slight 
decrease in production of the Appalachian 
field, and a slight increase ip the Lima- 
Indiana field; the general average price 
for crude petroleum was less than any 
year since 1898; stocks held in the Appa- 
lachian and Lima-Indiana fields showed 
a considerable decrease, principally in the 
Appalachian field; the exports of péetro- 
leum in 1902 were less than in 1901; no new 
pools were discovered in 1902, 


“The total production in the United 
States of crude petroleum in 1902 was 
80,894,590 barrels, as against 69,389,194 bar- 
rels in 1901, an increase of 11,505,396 bar- 
rels, or 16.5 per cent. more than in 1901, 
and 27 per cent. more than in 1900. The 
greatest portion of the increase in 1902 


came from Texas and California; a gain 
of 5,830,994 barrels, or 132.7 per cent., for 
Texas, and of 5,187,518 barrels, or 59 per 
cent., for California, as compared with 
their respective productions in 1901. The 
increase in Indiana in 1902 was 1,723,810 
barrels, or about 30 per cent., as com- 
pared with 1901. Louisiana produced for 
the first time 548,617 barrels, in 1902. The 
increase in the production of Kansas was 
152,598 barrels, or about 85 per cent., over 
1901. Kentucky and Tennessee increased 
their production in 1902 by 47,799 barrels, 
or nearly 35 per cent. Indian Territory in- 
creased 27,000 barrels, and Wyoming 850 
barrels, as compared with 1901. 


“The largest decrease in production in 
1902, as compared with 1901, was in West 


Virginia, where it amounted to 663,781 bar- 
rels, or about 4.5 per cent.; and Ohio, in 
its two fields, showed a decreas eof 633,852 
barrels, or nearly 3 per cent. The de- 
crease in Pennsylvania was 561,498 barrels, 
or 4.5 per cent.; in New York, 86,888 bar- 
rels, or about 7 per cent.; in Colorado, 
66.218 barrels, or about 14 per cent. 

“The percentages of production by fields 
show a remarkable change from 1900 to 
1902. In 1900 the percentages were:—Ap- 
palachian field, 57; Lima-Indiana field, 34; 
all other fields, nearly 9. In 1902 the re- 
spective percentages were:—Appalachian 
field, 39: Iima-Indiana field, 29; all other 
fields, 32. 

“The value of the crude petroleum pro- 
duced in 1902 was $69,610,384, or 86 cents per 
barrel, as compared with $66,417,335, or 95.7 
cents per barrel, in 1901, a decrease of 9.7 
cents per barrel, or ten per cent. The 
gross amount received for the total prod- 





uct in 1902 was only $3,193,013 greater than 
that in 1901, although the increase in out- 
put was about 16.5 per cent. greater. The 
average price paid for what is known as 
Pennsylvania petroleum, which is nearly 
9 per cent. of the production of the Ap- 
palachian field, was $1.2375 in 1902, as com- 
pared with $1.21 in 1901, a gain of nearly 
3 cents per barrel. There was also a 
gain of nearly 4 cents per barrel in the 
price of the Lima-Indiana petroleum in 
1902 over 1901. California petroleum de- 
creased 21.8 cents per barrel in 1902, as 
compared with 1901, and Texas petroleum 
decreased 4.55 cents per barrel. 

“The total number of productive wells 
in the Appalachian and the Lima-Indiana 
fields in 1902 was 11,326, as compared with 
9,912 in 1901. The total number of wells 
completed in the United States in 1902 is 
about 15,800. At an average cost of $1,500 
each, these wells represent an investment 
of $23,700,000, or about 34 per cent. of the 
gross receipts for all the petroleum pro- 
ducéd in 1902. 

“The exports of petroleum and its prod- 
ucts exceeded 1,000,000,000 gallons in 1902, 
for the second time in the history of the 
industry, the number of gallons exported 
being 1,064,233,601, a smaller total exporta- 
tion by nearly 15,000,000 gallons than in 
901.""

The Production of Chromite. 
Washington, Aug. 28, 1903. 

The annual report of the United States 
Geological Survey upon the production of 
chromite or chrome ores in 1902 shows a 
falling off of about 15 per cent. in quan- 
tity. California was the only State to 
produce any chromite during the year, 
the output being 315 short tons, valued at 
$4,567. This is a decrease of 53 tons in 
quantity and of $1,223 in value as com- 
pared with the production in 1901, which 
was 368 short tons, valued at $5,790. The 
following table shows the production of 
chromite in the United States since 1893:—

The chief use of chrome ores is in the pro- 
duction of the salts, chromate and bichromate 


of potash, which are used particularly in dye- 
ing and in the manufacture of coloring pig- 
ments. The use of these salts as coloring 
pigments was discovered about 1800, and, al- 
though at that time the discoverer thought 
that they migkt have valuable application in 
the arts, he was not able to determine this 
definitely on account of the rarity of the = 
chro- 


eral crocite, which was his source of 
mium. With the discovery of the chromic iron 
ore or chromite, however, it was soon demon- 


strated that these chromates of potash were 
very important coloring pigments. They have 
become practically indispensable in the manu- 
facture of textiles for many shades of buff, 
red, brown, and black. Artists require them 
for producing the purer tints of red and yel- 


low, which are used in coloring and tinting 
pottery and upon various other kinds of ob- 
jects. It has also been found that these al- 
kali bichromates can be used advantageonsly 
in tanning skins. Some of the chromium galts 
are also used for medicinal purposes. Their 
greatest use, however, is still as coloring 
pigments. 

With the exception of alluvial deposits, chro- 
mite has been found only in the peridotites 
and allied igneous basic magnesian rocks, or 
in the serpentines which have resulted from 
the alteration of these rocks. The mineral 
does not occur in well-defined veins, but is 
found in masses or pockets, which apparently 
have no relation whatever to one another. On 
account of this pockety nature of the deposits, 
the mining of chromite, especially in the 
United States, has always been attended with 
considerable uncertainty; and for this reason 
chromite properties are more apt to be leased 
than bought outright. 

Chromite has been found in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, North Carolina and 
California, but for the last few years, on ac- 
count of the low price at which foreign chro- 
mite ores can be imported into this country, 
there has been but little mining undertaken in 


quantity in 


the United States for these ores This does 
not mean that the deposits of chromite are 
exhausted, but that on account of their dis- 


tance from points of consumption and of the 


cost of transportation they can not compete 
with foreign ores. As, however, new uses for 
chromite may arise nearer to where the de- 


posits are located, they will undoubtedly again 
become producers of this mineral. 


_With the completion of the railroad from 
Erwin, Tenn., to Marion, N. C., the chromite 
deposits of Yancey county, N. C., will un- 


doubtedly be thoroughly exploited, and if the 
present indications are fulfilled, they will be- 
come producers of this mineral. The Pacific 
coast offers a promising field for the erection 
of a chemical plant to treat chrome ores in 
the manufacture of various chromium salts, 
as these ores can be obtained in California, 


IMPORTS. 


The follownig figures show the imports of 
these products during 1901 and 1902:— 


1901.—Chromate and bichromate of potash, 
430,996 pounds, value $29,224; chromic acid, 
53,462 pounds, value $10,861; chrome ore, 20,- 
112 long tons, value $363,108; total value, 
$403, 193. 

1902.—Chromate and bichromate of potash, 
not separately reported; chromic acid, ¥0,817 
pounds, value $11,115; chrome ore, 39,570 long 
tons, value $582,597; total value, $593,712. 

As is seen from the above, the importation 


of chrome ore for 1902 of 39,570 tons is nearly 
twice the quantity imported in 1901 and il- 
lustrates the growing demand for this min- 
eral. 

There has been some change in the last few 
years in the method of treatment of chrome 
ores that are not of sufficient purity to be 
shipped as mined or that cannot by hand cob- 
bing be brought to contain a sufficiently high 
percentage of chromic acid. Ores of this type 
are crushed, stamped or rolled and then 
passed over some form of concentrate. 

Stamp mills are being used in Canada. 


CANADIAN CHROMITE. 


The principal chrome deposits of Canada 
are in the vicinity of Black Lake and Col- 
raine, Province of Quebec. The mineral occurs 
in the peridotite rocks or serpentine. In this 
district these rocks form a series of approxi- 
mately parallel belts of varying width, which 
can be traced in a general northeast-southwest 


direction for a distance of over 20 miles. 
These rocks are not continuous throughout 
this distance, but are intercepted by masses 
and narrow dikes of a granitic rock, and 


seams and small masses of this granitic rock 
were observed that were entirely surrounded 
by the peridotite. This latter rock has in 
some instances been entirely converted to ser- 


pentine and has lost its own individuality, 
while in some places it has the structural ap- 
pearance of the original peridotite. The chro- 
mite not occur scattered throughout the 
mass of serpentine, but is in most cases con- 
centrated in pockets and seams of varying dl- 


does 


mensions, near the contact of the serpentine 
with the granite. The sizes of the original 
masses of peridotite have determined to some 
extent the relation of the chromite to the 
contact. This is in accord with the theory 
advanced for the origin of the chromite found 


in these basic magnesian rocks, which is, that 
it was held in solution in the molten magma 
when it was intruded into the ¢ountry rock 
and was among the first mineral to separate 
out as this magma began to cool. This sep- 
aration would take place usually near the 
outer boundary of the intruding masses of 
peridotite, for here it would cool first; but 
where the magma had included within itself 
masses of granitic rock, these would exert a 
cooking influence and tend to cause a separa- 
tion of chromite adjacent to them. Then, 
again, with the narrower masses of peridotite, 
the mass would quickly lose some of its fluid- 
ity, and there would be less chance for the 
chromite to be concentrated together and to 
separate out in large masses. Thus, as would 
be expected, the chromite does not occur in 
well-defined veins, but in pockets of varying 
dimensions, which in some cases are connected 
with one another by small seams of chromite 
and in others are entirely separated from one 
another. It is also found more or less inti- 
mately mixed with the serpentine, and often 
there is a gradual transition from the nearly 
pure mass of chromite through the mixture of 
chromite and serpentine to the pure serpen- 
tine. The larger masses of chromite ore are 
associated with the larger masses of serpen- 
tine, and the mixtures of serpentine and chro- 
found with the smaller areas of ser- 


mite are 
pentine and with those which have the in- 
cluded masses of granite. 

There has been considerable work done in 
this Black Lake District in the development 
of the chromite deposits. The mineral was 
observed in some instances lying directly be- 
tween the serpentine and the granitic rock, 


making a sharp contact with each, as is well 
illustrated at the Caribou chromite pit. In 
other cases the chromite was separated from 
the granitic rock by a narrow seam of ser- 
pentine, and in still others the ore consisted 
of an intimate ‘mixture of chromite and ser- 
pentine. Where the ore occurs in masses it 
is usually of sufficient purity to ship directly 
as mined, without any further treatment. 
Where it is an intimate mixture of the ser- 
pentine and chromite the ore hag to be 
crushed, rolled, or stamped, and then passed 
over Whifley tables or other concentrators. 
The method now being used at a number of 
mines is first to crush the ore, then to pass it 
through a stamp mill and over Whifley con- 
centrating tables. The concentrates are then 
dried and bagged, and are ready for shipment. 


At the Whitney mine the company has re- 
cently increased its plant from a 5 to a 10 
stamp mill. The concentrates carry a high 


percentage of chromic oxide, as does also the 
pure masses of chromite that have been 
shipped directly as mined. Since these chro- 
mite fields were opened there have been shipped 
about 12,000 to 15,000 tons of chromite A 
large part of this has been mined by means 
of open cuts and pits, the largest one being 
the chrome pit No. 1 of the Colraine mine, 
which is 50 feet deep and 60 feet long. Some 
of the mining has been done by means of 
shafts and tunnels, and in some respects this 
is by far the more satisfactory method. At 
the Caribou mine the deepest shaft is down 


105 feet. 

During 1902 mining was carried on at the 
Whitney and Colraine mines and at the mine 
of the Montreal Chrome Company. The pro- 
duction amounted to 900 long tons, valued at 
$13,000. This will undoubtedly be itnereased 
in 1908, as the Colraine mines are belifig ex- 


tensively and systematically -workeé.

BISMUTH PREPARATIONS, — As 
noted in previous reports, there is an 
average demand for these articles at 
former prices, which are repeated as 
follows:—Citrate, $2.35@2.40; subcar- 


bonate, $2.25@2.30; subgallate, $2.15@ 
2.20; subnitrate, $2.00@2.05, all as to 
quantity. 


CALOMEL.—There is nothing new to 
report in connection with this article, 
the market for which is steady at 
86@88c. for domestic and $1 for Eng- 
lish. There is a regular demand for 
the article. 

CANTHARIDES.—The market for 
Russian flies holds very firm and some 
holders have advanced their quotation 
to 70c., but goods are still obtainable 
at 65c. There has been a fair demand 
this week, in anticipation of a short- 
age and consequent advance. Severa] 
hundred pounds sold at 644%4@65c. The 
cost to lay down is figured at about 
65e. Chinese cantharides are quiet and 
unchanged at 37%@40c, 

CARNAUBA WAX.—No. 3 wax is 
very scarce and higher. There is a 
very fair demand for all grades and 
the market is firm at the following 
quotations:—Flor, 21%@238c.; No. 1, 


1944@20c.; No. 2, 18@19¢c.; No. 3, 165%@ 
184ec., as to quality, quantity and 
holder. 


CASTOR OIL.—The market is steady 
on the basis of previous quotations and 


there is a fair demand reported. Bar- 
rels are held at 9%@11%c. and cases 


at 104%@12\c., as to brand and quan- 
tity. 

CASTILE SOAP.—A good demand is 
reported, both for goods on spot an) 
to arrive, and the market is steady on 
the basis of 10%c. for Conti’s white 
from store. 

CERESIN. — Considerable firmness 
continues to be a characteristic of the 
market for ceresin, due to the strong 
position of the crude material. There 
is a moderate demand and quotations 
are unchanged at 18@l5c. for yellow 
and l14@lic. for white, as to quality 
and quantity. 

COCAINE.—While, as yet, there has 
been no movement on the part of man- 
ufacturers to bring the market to an 
even hasis, the situation is a very 
strong one and it is merely a question 
of time before a general advance wc- 
curs. At present quvtations range 
from: 34@4.50, as to seller, for bulk. 

COCOA BUTTER.—There has been a 
little more demand of late, but noth- 
ing to cause excitement. Offerings for 
the sales to be held on Sept. 1 have 
been published. At Amsterdam there 
are 65 tons of Van Houten’s, 22 tons 
de Jong and 16 tons of German brands, 
making in all 103 tons, while at Lon- 
don 50 tons of Cadbury’s brand are 
offered. These amounts compare with 
previous sales, as shown below:—

CODLIVER OIL.—Norwegian oil is 
offering at lower prices. A bid of $105 
on a lot of 5 barrels failed to secure 
the order and we understand that the 
sale was made at $102.50, Oil to ar- 
rive is offered here at $100 and we are 
told that about $90, c. i. f., willl buy 
a well-known brand in the primary 
market. Newfoundland oil, strictly 
pure, is held up to $3 by some holders, 
but in other quarters as low as $2 will 
buy. We have the following cable-

The market is firm, and the quotation Is 
unalteerd at $122 f. o. b. Aalesund, for prime, 
steam-refined, non-congealing codliver oil. 

COLOGNE SPIRIT.—Market condi- 
tions are without material change. 
There is a fair demand at former quo- 
tations of $1.31@1.33, as to quantity. 

COUMARIN.—Keen competition has 
unsettled the market, which is again 
lower, quotations having declined to 
$3.25@3.50, as to quality, quantity and 
seller. 

ERGOT.—There continues to be lit- 
tle demand for ergot, and although ad- 
vices from abroad are rather firm the 
market here is unchanged at 27@28c. 
for Russian and 274%4@29c. for Spanish, 
as to quality, quantity and seller. 

ETHER.—The situation contains 
nothing new. There is a regular de- 
mand at unchanged quotations, as fol- 
lows:—1880, 60@62c.; washed, 64@66c.; 
1890, 66@68c., as to quantity, 

FORMALDEHYDE.—Demand is not 
specially active and the market is un- 
interesting at former quotations of 
14@1l5c. for 40 volume per cent, and 
15@1éc. for 38 to 40 weight per cent., 
as to quantity. 

GLUCOSE.—New business is light, 
but there is a moderate demand on 
old contracts and the market is steady 
on the basis of 1.95c. for 42 deg., in car 
lots, delivered in New York. 

GLYCERINE.—Demand for C, P. 
glycerine is very fair and the mar- 
ket is steady at unchanged quotations 
of 14%@15%c. for bulk, as to quan- 
tity. Dynamite glycerine is a little 
firmer at 125c. We have the follow- 
ing correspondence:--

Glycerine.—Our glycerine market was very 
siack during this past week and there were 
no buyers in the market. Sellers do not seem 
to be disposed to sell, and prices remain un- 


changed as follows:—Saponification, 106f.; soap 
lye, 90f. per 100 kilos, c. & f. N. Y. 

GRAINS OF PARADISE.—The mar- 
ket is dull, and to some extent easy, 
but without quotable change, from 
11%@lic., as to quality, quantity and 
holder. 

INSECT POWDER.—There is a 
moderate to fair demand and the mar- 
ket is steady on the basis of former 
quotations of 14@26c., as to quality 
and quantity. 


JAPAN WAX.—There is nothing 
new to- report. Demand continues 
quiet, but the market is still fairly 


steady at former quotations of 144%@ 
144%c., as to quantity, in sympathy with 
reports from primary points. 

LYCOPODIUM.—The market is very 
firm and some holders will not sell 
Pollitz below 60c., which is said to be 
below the cost to import. In other 
quarters a little may be had as low 
as 56c., and a very small quantity of 
unlabeled is obtainable at about 55c. 
Stocks are becoming very much re- 
duced under a good jobbing demand. 

MENTHOL.—The market exhibits a 
slightly firmer tone. Low priced lots 
have been pretty well cleaned up and 
quotations have been marked up to 
$6.50@6.60, as to quantity, with indl- 
cations of a still further advance. 

MYRBANE OIL.—Dealers report a 
very fair demand for oil of myrbane 
and the market is very steady at for- 
mer quotations of 744@8éc., as to qual- 
ity and quantity. 

NITRATE OF SIWVER.—The recent 
advance in the base metal has led to 
higher prices for nitrate and quota- 
tions are now 36@39%c., as to quantity, 
the inside figure being for 1,000-oz. lots. 

QUICKSILVER.—Demand for job- 
bing quantities is very fair and the 
market is firm, although unchanged, 
on the basis of previous quotations of 
63@65c., as to quantity. 

RESORCIN. — The market remains 
in the same position as at the time 
of our last report. A fair demand is 
manifest and prices are firm and un- 
changed at $1.35@1.50, as to quantity 
and seller. 

SALICINE is in average demand at 
steady prices on the basis of $3.75@3.85 
for bulk, as to quantity, but the mar- 
ket contains no new feacures. 

SEIDLITZ MIXTURE.—Firm prices 
rule, both for this article and for 
rochelle salt, the former being quoted 
at 164%@l7c. and the latter at 20@20%c. 
There is an ordinary demand, but 
there are no new features to report. 

SESAME OIL is moving well in 
moderate quantities at steady prices 
of 67%@70c., as to quality, quantity 
and seller. 

SPERMACETI.—The market is very 
dull and easy, with quotations show- 
ing a decline to 2114@22c. for black and 
22%@238c. for cakes, as to quantity. 

THYMOL.—Owing to dull trade the 
market is easy and lower at $1.75@1.80, 
as to quantity and seller. 


Para copaiba is in plentiful supply 
and light demand, the market, in con- 
sequence, being easier at 37@40c., as 
to quality. Central American copaiba 
is in moderate demand at former quo- 
tations of 35@38c., as to quality and 
quantity. * 

The market for Peru continues in 
the same quiet and easy way, there 
being an almost total lack of demand. 
Nominal quotations are 9744c.@§$1.05. 

Oregon fir balsam is in the same 
position as at the time of our last 
report. With very light spot stocks 
and little coming forward, the market 
is firm at prices ranging up to $1.25, 
as to holder. Canada fir balsam is 
also in light supply and firm at $3.15@ 
3.60, as to quantity, quality and holder. 

Demand for tolu is of the very light- 
est kind. The market is easy and quo- 
tations are nominal at 25@27c., as to 
quality and quantity. 


Barks. 


Owing to increased supplies and 
slow demand, the market for prickly 
ash bark is easy and lower, quota- 
tions having been reduced to 12@l14c. 
In a round way, better can be done. 

So far as can be learned supplies of 
cottonroot bark are entirely out of 
market at present. 

Cascara sagrada is selling fairly 
well. About 4,000 lbs. on spot sold at 
a price reported to be 13c., and about 
20 tons of new bark, to arrive, at about 
10c. The market is firm and higher 
at 14@15c., as to age and quantity. 

The local market for soap bark con- 
tinues quiet and unchanged at 5144@é6c. 
for whole and 6%@7c. for cut, as to 
quantity and quality. Advices from 
abroad are rather strong. 

Angostura bark, while in little de- 
mand at the moment, is in light sup- 
ply and the market is firm at 40@45c., 
as to quality, quantity and holder. 

The market for simaruba bark con- 
tinues to rule fairly steady on the 
basis of previous quotations of 45@50c., 
as to quality, quantity and holder, al- 
though there is not much demand. 


Beans. 


As has been the case for a number 
of weeks, this department is without 
new feature. The demand for any ar- 
ticle on the list does not exceed small 
jobbing proportions and prices are, to 
@ great extent, nominal, except in the 
case of Mexican and Bourbon vanilla 





beans, which are steady at quotations 
noted in our list of current prices. 


Berries. 


Samples of new crop juniper: berries 
have been received here, but there will 
be no goods for delivery before the lat- 
ter part of September. The crop is 
said to be a normal one and will prob- 
ably start in at 24%@2%c. Spot goods 
are quoted at 3@3\c., as to quantity, 

Saw palmetto berries are easier, 
owing to better supply, and the mar- 
ket has declined to 15c. This does not 
apply to strictly prime quality, which 
are scarce and firm at 25c. 

Fish berries are in next to no de- 
mand and the market is somewhat 
nominal at 3144@4c., as to quantity. 

Cubeb berries continue to move very 
slowly and the market is entirely nom- 
inal at 7%@8c. for whole and 11@13c. 
for powdered, as to quality and quan- 
tity. 

Prickly ash berries are still in very 
light demand and the market is easy 
and nominal at 14@l5c., as to quality 
and quantity. é 

Essential Oils. 


The market for patchouli, cultivated, 
is firm at former quotations of $6@6.50, 
as to quality and holder, in sympathy 
with advices from primary markets, 
but there is very little demand at 
present. 

Supplies of oil of lavender flowers 
continue light and the market is firm 
in consequence, though unchanged, at 
$1.55@1.60, as to quality. 

The otto of rose situation is still in 
an unsettled condition, owing to the 
state of political unrest prevailing in 
Bulgaria. Pending a definite settlement 
of prices, the market here is rather 
firm at $4@4.60, as to quality and 
holder. 

There is little demand for oil of 
tansy at present and the market is 
somewhat easy at the recently reduced 
quotations of $2.50@3.00, as to quality, 
quantity and seller. 

The market for natural sassafras oil 
continues to be poorly supplied and 
holders are, in consequence, very firm 
in their views at 40@45c., as to quality, 
quantity and seller. 

With some dealers 621%4c. is an inside 
quotation for oil of cajeput, but the 
article is still obtainable at 60c., The 
market is firm, owing to the scarcity 
of supplies. 

There is not much demand for oil 
of pimento, but the market is firm at 
$1.80@2.00, as to quality, owing to the 
position of the raw material. 

Natural wintergreen oil continues in 
very light supply and che market is 
firm in consequence, bur without quo- 
table change from former prices of 
$1.75@1.90, as to quality and holder. 

Demand for jobbing quantities of oil 
of cloves is fairly good and, in sym- 
pathy with the raw material, the mar- 
ket is firm at 60@62c. for cans and 
62144@65c. for bottles, as to quality and 
quantity. 

Peppermint continues to occupy the 
peculiar position noted for several 
weeks. Sales have been made in t&e 
country at about $2.10 and a general 
spot quotation is about $2.25. Advices 
from London state that supplies there 
are exceedingly light and in this market 
very little is held. These conditions, 
with a short crop in prospect, are given 
as the reasons why a large dealer in 
the West is holding out for $3. H. G. 
H. is quoted on spot at $2.35@2.50, as 
toholderand amount. A grower writes :— 
“T am obliged to cut down my pre- 
vious estimate, as the plants proved to 
be very poorly oiled, the yield being the 
poorest I have ever had, ranging from 
8 Ibs. to 15 Ibs. per acre, while my usual 
average on the same soil is 34 to 35 Ibs. 
My new crop is yielding better to the 
charge than the old crop, but there is 
a very light growth of plants.” An- 
other grower writes that he has only 
obtained 60 lbs. of oil from ground 
which last year produced 400 lbs. Many 
of the plants having turned red and 
dwarfed, and being most devoid of oil. 
He consequently stopped distilling to 
see whether the yield would improve 
later on. We have the following cor-

The English} 
peppermint seems to be running out, and as it 
improves in quality it decreases in yield per 
tub and per acre. With the world’s stock so 
nearly exhausted and the amount carried over 
in the country only about one-fourth as much 
as last year, I cannot see how it can do other- 
wise than advance, 

There has been some little business 
in oil of cassia and the market is firm- 
er at 72%@75c., as to holder, for 75 to 
80 per cent. 

There is nothing new to report re- 
garding the local market for the Mes- 
sina essences. As to the situation in 
the primary market, we have the fol- 
lowing correspondence :— 

Messina, Aug. 10, 1903. 

The situation of our market lacks interest 
just now. The demand is, and has for some 
time been, very slow for each kind of oil, and 
prices are unchanged in the absence of any 
important business to test the market. With 
regard to oil of lemon we are of the opinion 
that producers will finally be compelled to take 
serious steps in order to see its position fairly 
improved. One must not lose sight of the fact 
that prices of this article have now gone so 
low that they cannot leave any reasonable 
profit, and it is not improbable that next sea- 
son the principal manufacturers will limit 
their production in order that the position of 
the article would become again more favorable. 
As to consumers, it is evident they have de- 
termined upon a policy of abstaining from buy 
ing of futures. It may be said, however, that 
the reluctance to deal in futures is not con 
fined to the buyers. Manufacturers, in fact, do 
not seem to be at all anxious to sell forward 
delivery. We cannot affirm that prices are go- 
ing to advance, but, under the circumstances, 
this cannot be excluded. A strong tone con- 
tinues to prevail for sweet orange oil, as a re- 
sult of light supplies as well as scarcity of 
production. Bergamot is in very small demand 
just at present, and, consequently, rules weak 
er. Present quotations range as follows:—Lem- 
on, prompt, 5lc.; future delivery, 53c.; orange, 
prompt, $1.63; future delivery, $1.30; bergamot, 
prompt, $1.97; future delivery, $1.75, c. 1. f. 
New York. No foreign commission or discount 
included. 

Flowers. 

Poor reports regarding the crop led 
to a sharp advance in American saf- 
fron. Spot supplies are light and con- 
centrated in a few hands, and 35c. is 
an inside quotation, with prospects in 
favor of still higher prices. 

A moderate demand is manifest for 
chamomiles at the quotations noted in 
our list of prices current. 

Valencia saffron is firm in sympathy 
with strong reports from primary mar- 
kets, but quotations are unchanged at 
$7.00@7.25, as to quality, quantity and 
holder. 

Advices from abroad indicate that 
urnica flowers will bring high prices. 
The local market is firm at 9@9%c., as 
to quality and quantity. 

We have the following correspondence 
regarding articles in this department:— 

Trieste, Aug. 13, 1903. 

Insect flowers remained very firm, but prices 
have not become higher since our last and we 
have still to quote open at 12@12t6c half- 
closed at 14@23c. and closed at 25@27c. per Ib., 
ec. i. f. New York, as to quality and quantity. 

Arnica flowers are, so to say, sold out at this 
moment and we do not think that there will 
arrive still larger lots this year. High prices 
have been paid during the last time and we are 
convinced we will see them still higher in the 
near future.

The market for true Cape aloes con- 


tinues firm at 15@l6c., as to quantity 
and holder, owing to the scarcity of 
supplies. Curacao and Socotrine aloes 
are unchanged at 3@4c. and 18@20c.,. 
respectively. 

Demand for tragacanths is moder- 
ately good and the market steady on 
the basis of previous quotations, as 
noted in our list of prices current. 

Supplies of myrrh are light and the 
market is firm at 20@35c., as to quality 
and quantity. Strong advices are re- 
ceived from ‘abroad. 

Demand for gamboge is not at all 
active, but the market has a steady 
tone at former quotations of 85@90c., 
as to quality, quantity and holder. 

The market for chicle keeps firm at 
45c. There is a moderate demand for

There has been no quotable change 
in prices for golden seal. Demand was 
not brisk this week, but the market 
holds firm at 57%@58c., as to quantity 
and holder. 

Continued firmness is noted in the 
market for Jamaica ginger, but prices 
are unchanged, on the basis of previous 
quotations of 9@10c. for unbleached 
and 11@18c. for bleached. 

The market for lady’s slipper is firm 
at 18@20c., as to quality and quantity, 
owing to some scarcity.

Senega Root.—Our report indicates that the 
market is about cleaned up fur’the time being. 
All the root in sight has been bought to fill 
large orders recently received here. Digging 
will recommence after the rush of the grain 
harvest is over, and if the weather should be 
fine there will be a lot of root dug in the Fall. 
Some in the trade here who should be pretty 
closely informed, say that the dig to date 
amounts to about 200,000 pounds. The market 
is again firmer this week and we quote prevail- 
ing price now 60@63c. for clean, dry root, deliv- 
ered at Winnipeg.

Demand for canary seed is not par- 
ticularly brisk at present, but the 
market is steady on the basis of pre-

London Drug Market. 
London, Aug. 15, 1903. 

The holiday of last week made itself felt 
until the beginning of this and since then a 
better tone has prevailed and several articles 
have improved in value, but sales generally 
have only been on a moderate scale. Quinine 
is dearer and shellac is rising by leaps and 
bounds. y 

Quinine.—The market had been very quiet at 
10%d. until Thursday, when it became known 
that the shipments of bark from Java for the 
first half of August were only 418,000 Dutch 
pounds. More activity prevailed immediately 
and higher prices were paid, starting at 10%@d. 
and closing on that date at 114d. for B. & S., 
and Brunswick on spot, 10%@11%4d. for Septem- 
ber delivery; 11@11%d. for October delivery, 
and 114%@11%d. for December delivery. At 
these figures a good business was done. The 
July deliveries amounted to 93,840 ounces and 
the stock at the end of that month was 3,282,- 
992 ounces, as against 3,707,680 ounces at the 
same time last year. The market closes quieter 
to-day at 11%d. 

Shellac.—A strong demand has prevailed and 
prices in all positions have risen daily, being 
now 14s. higher than a week ago, for fair T N 
orange on the spot, which then stood at 145s.

General trade conditions must be re- 
garded as highly satisfactory, as the 
volume of trade is in excess of that at 
the corresponding time last year, al- 
though there is no perceptible change 
as compared with a week ago. Reports 
from some sections indicate a slight 
improvement, and there is apparent 
confidence that the fall activity will 
set in early and show an increase over 
that of last year. In the lines of trade 
represented by The Reporter an im- 
proved demand is noted for drugs, 
though there is no important specula- 
tive movement, the demand being 
mainly for goods to go into consump- 
tion. Chemicals have shown little 
change, though there has been an im- 
proved demand for some of the heavy 
chemicals. Dyestuffs are improving 
slowly, there being more demand from 
the South and West, but the closing 
of more mills in the East has pre- 
vented any improvement from that 
section. The demand for paints is in- 
creasing, the orders coming to hand in- 
dicating an early beginning of the usual 
fall activity, and as supplies in hands 
of distributors is believed to be small 
the demand is expected to increase 
rapidly. Oils have been in rather light 
request, though the mineral lubricating 
oils continue in good demand. The in- 
dustrial situation, compared with a 
week ago, shows little change. The in- 
dustries affected by the labor troubles 
are still in an unsatisfactory condition, 
but the belief is gaining that there will 
soon be an end to the complications 
and that conditions will then show 
steady improvement. In the textile in- 
dustry the situation continues very un- 
satisfactory and further shutdowns are 
reported. Other industries are claimed 
to be in a most flourishing condition, 
with the demand for their products 
far in excess of last year and taxing 
their capacity to the utmost. The 
labor situation still presents features 
which .cause much annoyance. Al- 
though the principal agitator and 
stumbling block to a satisfactory set- 
tlement of the strike in the building 
trades was convicted of misdeeds and 
sent to prison, the strike is still on, 
but there are strong reasons to hope 
that the end is near and the power 
of the walking delegate broken. Fewer 
new strikes have been reported during 
the past week, but very few of those 
previously in force have been settled. 
There is, however, an apparent abate- 
ment of the strike fever and it is be- 
lieved conditions will steadily improve. 
The great agricultural staples con- 
tinued quite steady until late in the 
week, showing only the ordinary varia- 
tions due to trading influences, and 
then developed a decided upward ten- 
dency, though cotton proved an ex- 
ception. Wheat opened at 85%c. on 
Monday and varied but little from that 
figure until Thursday, when an ad- 
vance was scored. The range for the 
week for September delivery was 85144@ 
87%c., with the close on Friday at 87\4c. 
Corn opened the week at 57%c. and 
showed only moderate variations until 
Thursday, when an advance was re- 
corded. The range for the week for 
September delivery was 57%4@58%c., 
with the close on Friday at 57%c. Oats 
sold on Monday at 38@38'4c., but later 
eased off to 38c. and closed strong on 
Friday at 38c. Cotton has shown no 
decided tendency in either direction 
and varied during the week between

PUMICE. 


Pumice is a general name given to the loose, 
spongy, cellular, or frothlike parts of lava, this 
peculiar structure being undoubtedly due to the 


escape of steam or gas through the mass while 


in a state of fusion. Commercial pumice is 
also made from another volcanic produc 
known as volcanic ash, which includes the

finer detritus that is ejected in 
tions and is often deposited at 
distances. Both the solid pumice 
the voleanic ash are mined as a 
commercial pumice. 

The volcanic-ash deposits of Nebraska have 

been worked to some extent during 1902, the 
product being used largely In the manufacture 
of certain soaps and scouring powders. This 
production amounted to 700 tons, valued at 
2, 675. 
Almost the entire demand for pumice is sup- 
plied by a deposit in the northwestern part of 
the island of Lipari, about 80 per cent of that 
used in the United States being shipped direct 
ly here from that island. If the Hawaiian 
product can compete with that from Lipari, it 
is in sufficient quantity to more than supply 
the demand of this country. 

No record is kept by the Bureau of Statis 
tics of the quantity of pumice imported into 
the United States, only its value being re- 
corded. There has been no regularity in the 
importation of pumice; some years enough is 
imported to satisfy the market for a year or 
more. Thus, in 1896 no pumice was reported 
as imported into this country, and in 1902 the 
imports were valued at only $22,448. In other 
years it has varied in value from $43,788 to 
$65,930. 


INFUSORIAL EARTH AND TRIPOLL 


There are included under this head all porgus 
siliceous earths of organic origin such as in 
fusorial earth, diatomaceous earth and tripoli. 
These are formed from the siliceous shells of 
diatoms and other microscopic species and oc- 
cur in deposits that are sometimes many miles 
in area. This material has been mined during 
the last year in New Hampshire, New York, 
Maryland Virginia, Georgia, Missouri and 
California. There is also included under in- 
fusorial earth the siliceous material found near 
Carthage, Newtown county, Mo., which extends 
over into Indian Territory and which Is evi- 
dently residual silica left from an impure 
siliceous limestone bv the leaching out of the 
calcium carbonate. This material is not avail- 
able in the manufacture of polishing powders. 
etc., but is adapted to filtering purposes and 
can readily be cut into any shape desired. 

The infusorial or diatomaceous earth from near 
Richmond, Va., has been examined under the 
microscope, and diatom remains were readily 
recognized. The material contains only 70.14 
per cent. of silica, considerable alumina, and a 
little iron oxide. It is probably an infusortal 


earth mixed with more or less of clay ma- 
terial. 
The deposits of California, near Lompoc, 


Santa Barbara county, are being vigorouslv in- 
vestigated and developed by Mr. H. M. Han- 
more, of Los Angeles. The material occurs 
within a few feet of the surface and can be 
gotten out in any shape or quantity. It is 
nearly a pure white in color contains when 
free from water as .high as 97 per cent, of 
silica and is a true diatomaceous earth as Is 
readily determined when it is examined under 
the microscope. The deposit is of considerable 
thickness has apparently been disturbed but 
little and is light and porous. It is very 
homogeneous and is ready for use as soon as 
crushed. There was observed near the unper 
portion of the deposit an opaline silica which 
was verv compact and dense. 

Prof. W. P. Blake has recently investigated 
a deposit of diatomaceous earth from Pinal 
county Ariz. but on account of its distance (70 
miles) from the railroad it is not at present 
a commercial deposit. 

The infusorial earths and similar materials 
such as are used in the manufacture of polish- 
ing powders and scouring soaps are also being 
used in the manufacture of dynamite, pack- 
ing for boilers, steam pipes and safes, and as 
a base for fire and heat retarding cements. 
They are also beginning to be uséd in some 
quantity for the manufacture of fireproof build- 
ing materials. The California material is be- 
ing introduced in the manufacture of plasters 
and the experimental work has thus far been 
very satisfactory; it is also used in the man- 
ufacture of tile. .The Missouri! product is be- 
ing used in the manufacture of various kinds 
of filtering apparatus. It is probable that the 
California diatomaceous earth could be used 
for this same purpose as it is firm, can be 
ent into any desired shape and is affected but 
little or not at all by water. 

A considerable variation will be noticed In 
the quantity and value of the infusorial 
earth produced in the United States from 
year to year, which is due partly to the 
substitution of other materials for it and 
vartly to the production by some companies 
in one year of an amount of the raw ma- 
terial sufficient to last a year or two. The 
variation in value is chiefly due to the dif- 
ferent conditions in which the material is 
marketed. The figures here given show the 
value of the product when ready for sale to 
the manufacturer. In the case, however, of 
the Missouri! product, the value of the manu- 
factured article is used. In 1902 the ovro- 
duction amounted to 5,335 short tons, valued 
at $50,024. which is an increase of 1.315 tons 
in quantity, but a decrease of $2.926 in valne 
as compared with the production of 4,920 
tons, valued at $52.950, in 1901. This de- 
erease in value is due to the fact that in 
1902 the valuation refers to more of the 
raw material than in 1901. The prodnetion

Pumpkin Seed Oil. 


According to a report recently pub- 
lished by Dr. H. Krauss in the Chemi- 
ker Zeitung pumpkin seed contains on 
an average seventy-six and a half per 
cent. core and twenty-three and a half 
per cent. shell. While the color of the 
latter is yellowish, the thin cuticle by 
which the core is covered shows a 
green color. The extraction of oil from 
the core covered by the cuticle’ by 
means of various solvents furnishes 
about thirty-seven per cent. as an 
average of the total amount of oil con- 


tained therein, while the yield from 
the cleaned core amounts to 47.7 per 
cent. The iodine number of oil ex- 


tracted by ether was 120.5, of oil ex- 
tracted by petroleum ether or benzine 
116.5 and 117.2 respectively. The fore- 
going results obtained by Dr. Krauss 
in the laboratory correspond with the 
results obtained in the mill. When un- 
shelled seed, after having been crushed 
between edge-rollers and heated to a 
temperature of 80 to 90 degrees C., is 
pressed, 10 to 11 per cent. of oil will 
be left after the first pressing in the 
residual cake. 

Former writers have placed the 
amount of oil contained in pumpkin 
seed at only twenty to twenty-five per 
cent. Dr. Krauss is of the opinion that 
the difference between his own results 
and the reports given by other parties 
is to be explained by the entirely un- 
rational way by which the oil is at 
present extracted in lingary, particu- 
larly by the lack of chemical control. 
Pumpkin seed oil is of reddish-green 
color, 1t is very indifferent toward the 
ordinary bleaching agents. The results 
obtained by the use of sulphuric acid, 
chlorine, ozone, and sulphurous acid 
were not satisfactory, while treated re- 
peatedly with a solution of caustic 
soda the oil gains a light-yellow color. 
This method, however, has the disad- 
vantage that owing to saponification a 
great deal of oil is lost.

Similar results have been obtained 
by J. Schumow. He mentions that 


while the German writers place the 
amount of oil contained in pumpkin 
seed at from twenty to twenty-five per 
cent., the Russian writers of former 
years place it between forty-five and 
fifty-five per cent. In order to decide 
this question, pumpkin kernels which 
had been raised in the warm and dry 
climate around Isaratow were ex- 
amined and the amount of oil con- 
tained therein was found to be about 
thirty-five per cent.

A New Method for the Manufac- 
ture of Nitric Acid.

Professor Wilhelm Ostwald at Leip- 
zig, who is well known to our readers 
by his text book on ‘‘The Principles of 
Inorganic Chemistry,’ has recently 
published an article under the heading 
“A Vital Question,” in which he deals 
with the future supply of nitrogen, 
especially for agricultural purposes 
and the manufacture of explosives. 
Professor Ostwald points out that the 
question how to obtain a_ sufficient 
amount of nitrogen in a fixed form is 
of the very greatest importance, as 
not only the fertilizer industry and 
with it the welfare of the agriculturists 
are dependent upon this material, but 
also the manufacturers of explosives 
cannot do without it. 

At present the most important source 
of fixed nitrogen are the saltpecer de- 
posits in Chile. But as recent investi- 
gations have shown beyond any doubt, 
these deposits will last only for a com- 
paratively short time. According to a 
report issued lately by the Chilean 
government it is estimated, taking the 
present rate of consumption in the 
whole world as a basis, that these re- 
sources will be exhausted within forty 
years at the latest, while other mining 
experts hold the opinion that they will 
give out even within twenty years. At 
any rate, there will be a time not very 
far remote when the world will be con- 
fronted with the necessity to look for 
another source from which to supply 
the necessary amount of fixed nitro- 
gen. It is this question which, for a 
number of years, the chemists have 
striven to solve. 

Coal has been known for a long 
time as a source from which to obtain 
fixed nitrogen. Ammonia is one of the 
most valuable by-products of the gas 
and coke industries, and it.is from this 
source, as Professor Ostwald states, 
that Germany derives at present a 
fourth or even a third of all the nitro- 
gen used for fertilizing purposes, al- 
though the bulk of the supply is still 
furnished by the Chilean saltpeter de- 
posits. However, as the gas motor is 
supplanting more and more the steam 
motor, it may reasonably be expected 
that the supply of fixed nitrogen in the 
form of ammonia will be steadily in- 
creased. 

But while the exhaustion of the 
Chilean deposits may, therefore, not 
affect the agriculturists, because they 
will be in a position to replace the 
nitrate of sodium by ammonia, it is 
entirely different with the manufactur- 
ers of explosives. The armies of the 
world would be without their most for- 
midable- weapon, gun powder, without 
a sufficient supply of nitrogen in the 
form of nitric acid. 

As has been the case in so many 
other instances where the indefati- 
gable, never relaxing assiduity of the 
chemist has been crowned with suc- 
cess, the solution of this question also 
has been found at last. Experiments 
which Professor Ostwald, with the as- 
sistance of Dr. Brewer, has conducted 
since November of the year 1901, have 
finally led to the discovery of a method 
by which ammonia can be converted 
into nitric acid in any desired amount. 
Although at present the yield of nitric 
acid obtained by the practical applica- 
tion of the new method is only three- 
fourths of the amount obtained by the 
laboratory experiments, Professor Ost- 
wald asserts that there can be no 
doubt that by improving the details of 
the process the yield will be consider- 
ably increased. 

-The new discovery of Professor Ost- 
wald deserves so much more attention 
as the ammonia will, in future, not be 
used for fertilizing purposes, as is done 
at present, in combination with sul- 
phuric acid. The conversion of am- 
monia into nitrate of ammonia in a 
solid form will save the cost of the 
sulphuric acid, and will, furthermore, 
result in the production of a fertilizing 
material which, containing thirty-five’ 
per cent. of nitrogen, will excell any 
other similar substance. 

The new discovery of Professor Ost- 
wald can, therefore, not fail to become 
a new important factor for our agri- 
cultural and industrial development; it 
is a new leaf in the wreath of glory of 
German chemistry.

Indian Petroleum Lands, 
Washington, Aug. 28, 1903. 


An investigation, to be jointly con- 
ducted by the Interior Department and 
the Department of Justice, has been 
ordered into the charges current for 
some time past and recently widely ex- 
ploited in the daily press, to the effect 
that agreements have been entered into 
for the sale of the oil and agricultural 
lands of the Creek Indians at prices 

. far below their real value, and that in 


several cases prominent government 
officials, who should have interested 
themselves to protect the Indians 


against speculators, have themselves 
undertaken to buy the lands or have 
organized corporations for that pur- 
pose. 

As a step prelminary to this investi- 
gation, the Secretary has disapproved 
a large number of deeds submitted to 
him under the statute and has re- 
turned to the would-be purchasers cer- 
tifled checks aggregating more than 
$300,000. The deeds thus rejected are 
said to cover a portion of the best oil 
lands included within the Creek allot- 
ments. The Secretary has been prompt 
to disapprove these deeds, not only be- 
cause the consideration in each case 
has been reported as much less than 
the value of the lands, but also because 
the department prefers that the In- 
dians should lease their oil lands rather 
than sell them outright, believing they 
will thus secure a much larger return, 
as the bulk of these lands are said to 
have considerable value for agricul- 
tural or grazing purposes in addition to 
the oil deposits thereon. 

Since the allotment of lands in sev- 
eralty to the Creeks and Cherokees a 
few months ago, a large number of cor- 
porations have been organized for the 
leasing and sale of these lands, and it 
is alleged that many federal officials 
have taken advantage of information 
secured through their connection with 
the government to undertake specula- 
tive ventures on a large scale. In some 
cases they are said to have attempted 
to purchase both town lots and tracts 
of oil land remote from settlements, 
the deeds being drawn either in the 
names of the officials themselves or of 
corporations organized by them. The 
Interior Department authorities are in 
some doubt as to whether these trans- 
actions are in any sense illegal, and it 











in certain corporations engaged in pur- 
chasing and leasing the lands of the 
Creek Indians, and in one case it is al- 
leged that the commissio gave up its 
quarters in a certain building to a trust 
company which afterwards did a large 
amount of business with the Indians, 
who, being familiar with the former 
location of the commission, assumed 
they were dealing with the government 
officials rather than private parties and 
were easily persuaded to sell their 
lands at nominal figures. 

The regulations formulated by the 
Secretary of the Interior for the leas- 
ing and sale of the lands of the Creek 
Indians, which were published in the 
Reporter of July 20, are being rigidly 
enforced. The requirement that the 
lands shall be sold to the highest 
bidder after advertisement, and in no 
case at a figure below the government 
appraisal, is believed to furnish full 
protection to the Indians, while the oil 
prospectors will have the option of buy- 
ing lands or leasing them on royalties. 
In addition to the regulations hereto- 
fore published by the Reporter, the sec- 
retary has prescribed the following re- 
quirements, which are chiefly in the in- 
terest of the would-be purchasers :;— 

“Purchasers shall, before delivery of 
deed, pay all costs of conveyance, and, 
in addition thereto, to cover the expenses 
of advertising, the sum of one dollar 
when the purchase price does not exceed 
$1,000, one dollar and twenty-five cents 
when the purchase price exceeds $1,000 and 
does not exceed $2,000, and one dollar and 
fifty cents when the purchase price is 
more than $2,000. 


“Bidders and other interested persons 
may be present when bids are opened. 
When opened the bids shall be so _ re- 


corded, in a book to be kept for that pur- 


pose, as to show the name of the bidder, 
description of land, amount offered, and 
action taken thereon. 

“Listed land not disposed of at the ap- 


pointed time may, if the owner so desires, 


be relisted under the same rules as gov- 
erned its original listing, except in any 
case where the owner has refused to ap- 


prove the highest bid, when such bid is 


deemed by the Indian agent or other of- 
ficer in charge to be a fair price for the 
land, and in such case the land may be 
relisted as aforesaid, in the discretion of 
the Indian agent or other officer in 
charge. 

“When bids are opened the certified 


checks accompanying each shall, as soon 
as practicable, be returned to the bidder 
(except that accompanying the accepted 
bid) by the Indian agent, or other officer 
in charge, who shall take the bidder’s 
receipt for the same, of which he shall in 
each case make full report to the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs without un- 
necessary delay.”’

Since the July sales the market has con- 
tinued quietly steady. Inquiries have been 
fairly numerous, but the business resulting 
has been only moderate. Quotations are un- 
changed. The terminal market has been 
“beared”’ to 2s. 11d. for early months and 
2s. 944d. January-July, but latterly there has 
been some slight improvement with buyers 
for early months, and no sellers at quota- 
tions which on Aug. 10 were August-Septem- 
ber, 3s. O0%d., and later months, 2s. 11%d.@ 
2s. 104d. Consumers in the cotton districts 
are exceedingly quiet, with rather a poor 
immediate prospect.
